Whereas Japan In round 
figures U* 4,500 miles from us and for whl<-h 
we have to pay 11.58 per word, while Bom¬ 
bay in round figures l« U.ooo mile* from 
ns and we have to j*iy 9H<\ per wwdt 
Against tills, I/otulon, England, Is distant 
from tin int ’tx>und figures 6,000 mile*. and 
our cable rate to that |K>lut Is 37c. per 
word 

As our trade with Japan 1* Inoroas'ng 
and tho m*<*e*Mlty for' frequent cables l*»- 
comes more pressing, the rate of $1.69 per 
word Is prohibitive, nnd your committee 
think yvm should take this mutter up from 
this board of trade with the various boards 
of trade -in thJ* province, In the stw.te* of 
Washington, Oregon- and (’allfomls, anti 
ask them to eo-opernte with us to urge up¬ 
on the enble etaivpnivles n revision of their 
Pacific (’oust Oriental cable rates.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY 


WEATHER BULLETIN. 


Paper Read on History of Places on 
Coast of British Columbia. 


Daily Re(ftort Furnished by the Victoria 
Meteorological Department. 


Sold by Leading Clothiers Throughout Canada. 


A meeting o>f the Natural History So¬ 
ciety of British Columbia was held on 
Monday night in the caucus room of the 
provincial parliament buildings, when 
after the usual routine a paper was read 
by the president, Capt. Walbran, of the 
fisheries rprotectlee 'service of Canada, on 
the “Origin of the Names of Places on 
the Coast of British Columbia.” The 
paper was listened to with great inter¬ 
est. It commenced- with the letter A, 
and closed with the letter D, giving n 
description and anecdote history of 
thi* places named. Owing to the length 
of the. paper, which concludes with let¬ 
ter iZ. tlu* remainder will be given at 
future meetings, the dates of which will 
be duly announced. 

As a preliminary Capt. Walbran gave 
a short resume of the Spanish occupa¬ 
tion of this' coast, and pointed out that 
through the reticence of the Spanish 
government in not publishing their sur¬ 
veyor's report their information on the 
subject was lost to the world, the work 
of Capt. Vancouver completely obliterat¬ 
ing all that had been done by the Span¬ 
iards. Vancouver’s work was publish- 
i*l by the British government in 170H, 
that previously done by the Spanish 
government not being published until 
1S02. Many of tlu* Spanish names are 
still retained on the British eharts. 
though in the majority of cases Vancou¬ 
ver’s name has been given precedence. 

At the close of tlu* meeting a Vote of 
thanks was proposed in a few suitable 
words by E. O. S. Seholefield. and 
seconded by Abraham Smith. United 
Sttites consul, who said that he had 
gained a great deal of information from 
the paper rend, ns it was a subject in 
which he was greatly interested.

cancies. Consequently, the Russian nu- 
mirally has been forced in many cases to 
appoint to the engine-rooms of their 
newer vessels comparatively young men, 
with little practical experience of tho 
engines ami boilers of up-to-date craft. 
The difficulty is so pressing, it is said, 
that many engineers have been taken 
over by the naval department from pri¬ 
vate steamship companies. Few of 
these men have ever been in charge of 
a marine engine worked by steam from 
a Belleville boiler. All the available en¬ 
gineers of the Russian volunteer fleet 
were transferred to warships long ago, 
but of theso there were not many unem¬ 
ployed. As a last resource, it is said, 
engineer cadets are being hurried 
through their practical course afloat^in 
the vicinity of Kronstadt aud elsewhere 
to enable them to join the engine-room 
staffs of the whips now iu course of con¬ 
struction. Their lack of experience is 
likely to have serious consequences.

the man, who is de- 
i scribed as the greatest sailor England 
h«* produced since the time of Nelson, 
understand well tliat he would Hot lie 
many days at Whitehall before be car¬ 
ried hi* bless into effect. 

It is a n«>talde fact also that Lord 
Kitchener entertains the same ideas with 
regard to the disposition of the army as 
does Sir John Fisher with the navy, and 
tiie coming of the one to high office at 
the admiralty synchronizes with the com¬ 
mand of the other in India. Both these 
men are students of tiie trend of affairs 
• iu regard to the command both of land 
and sea, and understand better than nny 
one else that to meet the problems which 
are arisiiife. Great Britain must get 
away from methods and systems which 
^were sufficient a century ago when her 
overlordship on the high seas was not 
seriously challenged by any other nation. 
The views of these high officers find ready 
response among the thoughtful men who 
are wearing the uniform of His Majesty, 
both at Work Point, where the Ron} 
Engineer and Royal Artillery garrison 
lies, and at Esquimau, where the sqund- 
nm i»f the North Pacific fleet make* it* 
m*ndqnnrten». 

“We are just wasting our time,*' sajd 
one of them the other day, “dawdling 
here with three or four ships, doing 
imtrtd duty in Behring Sea, ami visiting 
the South American stations. True, R 
is pleasant enough for us, but it men flip 
steady ■ deterioration iu the discipline of 
the men, without any corresponding ad¬ 
vantages worth speaking of. What W 
true of us, here in Esquimau, is true la 
a far greater sense of the men at Work 
Point. Their time is spent in fatigue 
work and routine, which only chafes oh 
the spirits of The men, and disgusts them 
with the service, and prompts dissipation 
and desertion. Either tiie station should 
be greatly augmented or it should be 
abandoned altogether.” 

'Augmented or reduced? Tliat is the 
very question for which service men are 
now seeking an gnawer. Those who in. 
dine to the latter view point to the fact 
tliat within a year the station has bean 
altered from that of a rear-admiral to 
that of a commodore, while those who ii£ 
dine to augmentation, nsk what is the 
meaning of the expensive additions, and 
new work which is constantly going for¬ 
ward both at the forts and in the navy 
ytfnl, and of the plans for still further 
extension. Within the last six months 
new ground has been broken on Signal 
Hill overlooking Esquimau, and the ap¬ 
proach thereto, for batteries mounting 
D.2 gmie, the largest ordnance yet in- ! 
stalled here, and already these pieces are 
lying on the hillside awaiting the com¬ 
pletion of the rock work necessary before 
they are placed in position. In Ksquimnlt 
fortification work goes on ceaselessly. At 
Work Point, barracks largely in excess 
of the requirements of the present garri¬ 
son of about five hundred men are being 
built. AU the signs point to pennnnance 
and expansion rather than reduction. 

A careful concensus of opinion among 
both military and naval men at Esqui¬ 
mau, however, shows the following to be 
the popular idea among those most in 
touch with the plans of the chiefs of the 
army nnd navy. The cockpit of interna¬ 
tional trouble having shifted to the Paci¬ 
fic all troops and ships will be cleared 
from the minor stations along the Medi¬ 
terranean nnd at other points, and great 
army divisions will be placed in Aus¬ 
tralia. China, Egypt, Esquimau, India 
ami the Cape. Those points will be 
manned with thousands, where there are 
now only hundreds of men, and great dis- 
cretion and latitude will be given to those 
in command. In fact while there will be 
a centralisation of troops there will be 
a decentralisation of authority in the 
sense that officers in command at these 
great entrepots will not be so closely 
held by the leading strings from London. 
Isolated ship* and isolated garrisons will 
be eliminated and recruited from posi¬ 
tions where their occupations are seden¬ 
tary, their training nil, and their position 
such that they would be unable to join 
a main body in cflse of sudden hostilities. 

At the points mentioned, also sea dis¬ 
tance would bo cut down to a minimum 
insuring the safety of transports. In 
addition the scheme outlined* would re¬ 
lieve a large number of vessels for the 
purposes of a flying squadron, another 
pet scheme of Sir John Fisher. In fact 
ail the signs seem to warrant the belief 
that a large augmentation of the force 
now at Victoria ia contemplated. 

In the meantime the sequel of the pre¬ 
sent harried, and almost startling move 
will be awaited with the keenest concern 
by all interested in the question of Bri¬ 
tish n*Tgl supremacy, and the future <A 
the Imperial stations in Canada.

The 
turbine machinery occupies 2 feet less of 
the length of the ship than the reciprocat¬ 
ing engine, but there" is a very consider¬ 
able floor area for the working of the 
machinery in excess of that to be found 
in similar • tenutera with reciprocating 
engines. There is less head-room needed. 

Ah regards cost, there is a slight ad¬ 
vantage in favor of the turbine system, 
for while the turbine ship costs l^i per 
cent, more than she would have cost , 
with reciprocating machinery, the dif- j 
ferences is more than compensated for j 
by the superiority in speed; for, if sho 
had been fitted with reciprocating ma¬ 
chinery to do the same speed— 22Lj knots 
—the cost would probably have been 10 
per cent, greater. 

With extends! use, the Improvements 
which must come with the lapse of time, 
and the application of many more Inven¬ 
tive minds to the perfecting of manu¬ 
facturing appliances, the tilrbiue will not 
only be cheaper for a given power than 
„f high-speed reciprocating engines. The 
results generally indicate that the water- 
consumption of tne turbine machinery 
was 6 per cent, less than that of the re¬ 
ciprocating engines for the same speed of 
ship. An equally; important question is 
the influence on economy of the higher 
steam pressure adopted iu the Manxman. 
The rarsons turbines had been designed 
in the Vickers’ ship to tnko the full 
boiler pressure, and thus her displace¬ 
ment was greater than that the London¬ 
derry, but the Manxman excelled the 
other ship in speed. The ordinary tur¬ 
bine ship— the I»ndonderry—had a speed 
practically one mile per hour faster than 
the reciproca ting-engined ships; but 
Vickers' ship exceeded the performance 
of the Londonderry by one mile per hour 
more. 

The Manxman's 23 knot was attained 
on three double runs in the measured 
mile at different stages of the two days’ 
trials, and her epeed on her official six 
hours' run w*aa 22.knots. She is the 
fastest turbine-driven merchant steamer 
afloat.—Engineering.

prOTTRES IN THE COMMONS. 

The story of the picture* in the Im¬ 
perial House of Parliament forms one f 
the most interesting chapters in the uu- 
nals „f British art. When the Palace 
of Westminster was rebuilding after the 
disastrous fire of 1838, a select commit¬ 
tee was appointed to inquire in what way 
i.ie decoration of the new structure could 
.»e carried out with a view to the promo¬ 
tion of the interests of national art. 

This wag in 1841, and in due course the 
deliberations of the committee resulted 
in the formation of a Royal Commission 
of Fine Arts, authorized to spend a sum 
of £4.000 a year in the employment of 
British artists ou the work of adorning 
the walls of the two Houses. 

'1 ue Trinee Consort became president 
of the commission, and throughout its 
career was its moving spirit, assisted by 
Sir Charles Eaatlake, R.A., as secretary. 
The commission'a first step was to offer 
eleven prizes, amounting altogether to 
£2.000, for the t*»st design* or cartoons of 
pictures illustrating the history of the 
British people. 

Among the prize-winners were C. W. 
Cope. G. F. Watts and E. A. Armitage. 
and these artists were afterwards given 
commissions for pictures in the scheme of 
decoration actually adopted.—From “The 
Paintings in the Houses of Parliament" 
In the Windsor Magazine.

iu sight. The example spread like wild¬ 
fire, aud hundreds of our men began pelt¬ 
ing the big fellows iu their front with 
atones. The officers, seeing that this re¬ 
lieved the tension, permitted it to go on. 
It kept "the-men from being shaken 
through having nothing to do. 

“The Russians were not slow to ac¬ 
cept the challenge. They also sprang out 
and began pelting our ;men with rocks 
right valiantly, and for some time a sort 
of primitive battle, such as these moun¬ 
tains might have witnessed in the Stone 
Age, raged furiously. As you know, the 
officers, scorning to conceal themselves, 
are always the most exposed. A number 
of Russian officers were thus badly crip¬ 
pled by the hurtling stones, as were a 
good mnny of our own officers ami men. 

“Sometimes, when a big fellow received 
a hard whack, u ripple of laughter would 
run down the lines, and then yells would 
go up. It wag like a battle of schoolboys, 
and served to relieve the awful tension 
while both shies awaited the coming of 
the more deadly ammunition, wh'ch 
would mean victory for one side or the 
other. 

“Our cartridges were the first to ar¬ 
rive, and we at once began using them 
with telling effect. Then the enenty re¬ 
ceived theirs and the tight again grew 
furious. Soon, our dismounted cavalry 
coming up in overwhelming numbers, 
nnd, turning the flank, it was obvious 
that there conld but one conclusion 
to the fight. We lost 217 killed and 1>40 
wounded. The Russians carried off most 
of their wounded and many dead; but we 
buried about 2,000 of the enemy on the 
field.”

not resist the conclusion that victory 
never shows herself except Iu uiouruiug . 
for both sides. 

On the very top uf the central hill j 
where General Stackelberg's artillery had i 
been fairly blown out of the trenches by 
the awful rain of exploding steel, 1 stood 
by two greut mounds of earth, freshly j 
made, and side by side. Vuder the one . 
lay the mouldering bodies of a large nurn- j 
ber of Russian dead; under the other the 
bones of a Japanese officer, Lieut. S. 
Wozaki, and large rows of his men—vie- I 
tors and vanquished side by side, with 
the little white kaslo flower just push¬ 
ing through the clods above them and 
the velvet-throated vireo warbling in the 
■hot-torn tea bushes close by. Above the 
dead of the vanquished rose a rude j 
wotxlen cross, bearing a tribute in Jap- 
Anese characters to the valor of the foe. I 
Complete Surprise. 

There can be no doubt tlrat the appear- ] 
ance of the larger portToii'of Oku’s men 
here was a complete surprise to Baron i 
Staekelberg, the Russians supposing that 
Gen. Oku’s main force hud gone south, j 
Stackelberg promptly entrenched on a 
aeries of three hilly positions, nnd calmly 
awaited the appearance of the Japanese. j 
instead of taking the initiative, as lie j 
should have done. These positions show 
either the incompetence of Stackelberg 
or the contempt iu which he held the 
enemy. 

Gen. Nichi's chief of staff told me that 
up to the time of their being reinforced j 
by the dismounted cavalry the Japanese , 
ou the Russian left wing were consider- [ 
ably outnumbered by the enemy, wh le j 
the whole forces engaged nt Tehlisz were • 
nearly equal, the enemy haring the ad 
vantage of the protection of entrench- I 
merits. 

“We had only 0,000. men on,our right,” i 
he said; “but although greatly outnum- ' 
be red and threatened with extermination, ] 
the commander of that wing,would not j 
think of falling back, but announced that j 
every man would hold his ground and die I 
in his tracks rather than retire. It was, j 
as you have seen iu walking over the j 
ground, a place badly cut by ravines, 
with steep sides, so that it was difficult I 
to briug up ammunition carts. Shortly | 
after noon the Russian ammunition ran 
out, and, by a strange coincidence, almost 
at the same moment our men’s supply of 
cartridges also became exhausted, so that 
the two lines faced each other at a dis¬ 
tance of a stone’s throw apart, no one on 
either side being able to fire a shot. We 
rushed orderlies off repeatedly to hurry 
up our ammuuition, for we perceived 
that the critical hour had come, and that 
whichever got its fresh supplies of car¬ 
tridges first would sweep the field. 

“It was a time when every man's 
nerves were tense ns snmisen strings. 
Nothing so unnerves a soldier ns being 
out of ammunitionjn the face of the foe.” 

4 Did you not use the bayonet then?” 

I asked. 

“No; yon see the Russians yefused to 
come close enough to cross bayonets with 
our men, but lay quiet. Then one of the 
most remarkable things occurred which 
ever happened on a modornjiattlefiold. 

“I do not refer to the duel between a 
young Japanese officer who advanced 
alone, sword in hand, fo meet a tall Rus¬ 
sian officer, for, with ns, such a contest 
Is not unusual. In this rase I nnd the 
men serving under both combatants 
quietly watched for the outcome of the 
contest, which was like that of the 
knights of Samurai of old. The Russian 
officer was a strong man and a skilful 
swordsman; but the Japanese was wiry, 
agile, nnd trained in a style of fencing 
which was disconcerting to the enemy. 
The duel ended in the Russian being run 
through the chest and killed. 

Duel With Stones. 

“But the incident which I had in my 
mind wns a very different affair. It, too, 
had to do with duelling, but with most 
unusual weapons, reminding one of Mark 
Twain’s duel with a Frenchman with 
brickbats at hnlf-a-mile. The battlefield 
is covered with stones nnd rocks, nnd, 
enraged at being unable to continue the 
fight, some of our men from Hiroshima 
dashed out, and. guthering up armfuls 
of stone, began throwing them with all 
their might at the head of every Russian

The lessee's right Is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars of the river below low 
water mark, and subject to the rights of 
all persons who have, or who may receive, 

except on the Saskatchewan River, 

on each alternate leasehold." 

The lessee shall have n dredge In opera- 
t'on within one season from the date of tba 
lease for each five miles, but where a per¬ 
son or company has obtained more thin 
one lease one dredge for each fifteen mile* 
or fraction Is sufficient. Rental. $10 pen 
annum for each mile of river leased. Royalty 
at the rate of two aud a half per cent, 
collected on the output after It exceeds 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Dredging In the Yukon Territory.— 81* 
Jesses of five miles each may be granted to 
i free miner for a term of twenty years, 
also renewable. 

The lessee's right Is confined to the sub¬ 
merged bed or bars In the rlv» r b* low low 
water mark, that boundary to be fixed by 
Its position on the 1st day of August In ths 
year of the date of the lease. 

The lessee shall have one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two years from the date of tua 
lease, and one dredge for each fire mile* 
within six vears from such date.

The world’s naval wisdom received a 
surprise nnd a shock when Ericsson's 
little iron-sided Monitor fought its due! 
with the ponderous ^crvimac ribbed with 
railroad iron. 

American ingenuity. both North nnd 
South, had grappled with the problem of 
invulnerable warship construction, ig¬ 
noring absolutely all other naval archi¬ 
tects of the world, and their cumbrous 
lore. Slow-going conservatism had to l>e 
abandoned, nnd the old wooden hulks 
then constituting the navies of the earth’s 
great [lowers were iIooiiuhI to the scrap- 
heap. 

Since that time there has been a con¬ 
stant rivalry between the shipbuilder and 
the armorer on the one hand, nnd the gun, 
gunpowder nnd projectile manufacturer 
on the other hand.

Salvatore Cortesi writes in Chambers’s 
Journal on the “Finamva of the Vati¬ 
can.’’ The capitnl which gives the Pou- 
tiff a sure income is, we are told, |»ro- 
portionntcly very limited. When INu* 
IX. died amounted to £1,200,0110; but 
Lw XIII., wishing to augment It,' was 
induced to participate in several risky 
financial enterprise*, which ended in n 
severe disaster iu 1803, when tlie Holy 
See lost £400,000. The former Pontiff, 
who was rather parsimonious«with his 
money, felt the reverse most keenly, nnd 
set himself to repair it by all means iu 
his power; and lie succeeded, ns, fen 
years after, speaking to a cardinal only 
a few months before his death, he said 
that half of the money lost had been re¬ 
covered. By this, however, he 'meant 
that he had succeeded in saving enough 
from the interest of the £800,000 which 
was left to him after the failure to bring 
that capital up to £1,000,000. 

Independently of this, out of the offer¬ 
ings made directly to him in the 25 
years of his pontificate, I*eo XIII. suc¬ 
ceeded in putting aside over £000,000, 
so that, contrary to what is generally 
believed, he feft to his successor more 
than he had n ltd self received from his 
predecessor. This is much more remark¬ 
able when it Is considered that Leo XIII., 
although he had the reputation of being 
nhnost a miser, spent as Pope £2.000,000 
in churches, restorations and works of 
art, £280,000 of which went for the apse 
and repairs ip St. John La tern. Outside 
the interest coming from the capital 
w’*Mi the church possesses, its chief rev¬ 
enue is obtained by the Peter’s Pence, 
Which still represents about £100,000 a 
year.

Every improvement 
in armor-plate has been mostly a further 
advance, either in the gun, the projectile 
or the propelling charge of gunpowder. 
An armor-maker would announce the pro¬ 
duction of a steel-plate which no existing 
cannon could penetrate. Then the projec¬ 
tiles were made conical, am! with n 
sharp point having n fine temper, and the 
gun was rifled to give the projectile ro¬ 
tation nnd true flight, and the guns were 
made to load at the breech instead of the ! 
muzzle, adding greatly to the rapidityiand 
facility of fire. 

Another inventor then came forward 
with a method for hardening the surface 
of the [date by a process bearing his 
name. A Ilnrveyized plate is so hard 
that it cannot be scratched with a file 
or cut with a cold chisel. Nickel was 
put in the plate, adding still more to its 
hardness and toughness. 

Then, smokeless powder was produced, 
developing much greater energy than its 
old black predecessor, and made to burn 
with accelerating combustion. With it 
projectiles could be hurlud with such 
velocity that the energy of tberr impact 
could not he resisted by either the projec¬ 
tile or the plnte, and the gun had to be 
lengthened and strengthened forward to 
meet the new demands upon it. 

The limit in weight of armor-plate was 
soon reached. Twelve inches in thick- 
ross came to be about the maxiihum for 
the belt of the strongest warship, for she 
could not carry thicker nnd float. 

The projectile was still more improved, 
being made of the finest forged steel nnd 
tempered with great skill. Then came 
Krnppized plate, nnd the projectile was 
again turned aside or smashed upon its 
snrface.—London.

CONSUL SMITH IS 
GREATLY ELATED 


TEDDY IS THE MAN 

TO RUN THE COUNTRY 


Wu Surprised at Plurality Rolled Up by 
Eastern States-A Smash at 
the Trusts. 


A Times reporter dropped into the 
Uuited States consulate this morning and 
found the popular Victoria representa¬ 
tive of Uncle Sam brimming over with 
delight. True, the inexorable powers 
that lie at Washington had prevented 
him from inscribing a boHl big "X" at 
his polling station in ffTinoi*. but he 
feels that under the circumstances he 
could well be spared, ns the strenuous 
Teddy's plurality is likely to swell to the 
luilUon murk. The newspaper man could 
thoroughly enter into the spirit of jubila¬ 
tion reflected on the geuial consul's 
countenance, for u cause .very similar 
arose here last Thursday. 

"Congratulations, Mr. Smith.” ex¬ 
claimed the scribe as lie walked into the 
sunshine that irradiated the room, “we 
know how it feels; something of the kind 
happened here last Thursday.” 

“Sure.” the consul replied, and then 
with a chuckle, "wasn’t it a sweep, 
though? Why, yesterday's results ex¬ 
ceeded my expectations. I drdn’t expect 
Uoosevelt would do so well in some of 
the Eastern states. I was a little uneasy 
about New York. New Jersey uud Con¬ 
necticut. where the Democratic party 
were united nnd most formidable. It 
shows, however, that while the lenders 
are against Roosevelt, the people are 
with him.” 

“Isn’t tihat the case throughout the 
country?” queried the reporter. 

"Yes, that's true,” replied the consul. 
"The great masses of the people, the 
solid thinking element, including the 
business men who have no i>oiilical 
stripe, have concluded that the best thing 
the country can do is to send Teddy* 
back to the White House. Indeed, there 
never was a man so close to the hearts 
of the people as President Roosevelt, 
nnd he has won their esteem in ibis 
way. In the coal strike, for instance, 
he brought nbont arbitration, not ns 
President, because hfc had no constitu¬ 
tional power to do so. but ns a citizen, 
who won toil to see that terrible dispute 
settled for the good of the country.” 

“The solid south, as usual, went 
Democrat, Mr. Smith,” remarked the re¬ 
porter. 

“Oh yes, that was to be expected, al¬ 
though the Republicans carried some of 
the Southern states at one time, way 
iMick before-Hayes's times, l>efore there 
were so many restrictions on the votiug 
privileges of the negroes. They are al¬ 
lowed to rote now, but so many things 
are thrown in their way. that the effect 
is nullified to a great extent." 

Mr. Smith estimate* President Roose¬ 
velt's plurality front present indications 
at very dose to the million. That of 
President McKinley in the last election 
was 85Q.0Q0. The difference between 
plurality and majority is that the form¬ 
er is the wining candidates, lend over 
his closest competitor: the latter is his 
excess over the "field.” Why shouldn't 
the country go Republican? Mr. Smith 
mused. Roosevelt has proved himself a 
friend of the people on -the lnlior ques¬ 
tions; he has got the Istljmian canal, 
which would be fraught*wlth a benefit 
incalculable to commercial interests; he 
had won the hearts of the soldiers by 
providing that every veteran 05 years of 
age was entitled to full pension, and he 
had taken a fearless, manly stand on the 
negro question. 

"And -how nbont Standard Oil atid the 
trusts?" asked the reporter. 

"Yes, -lie has shown himself independ¬ 
ent of the huge corporations," said Mr. 
Smith "They were out to beat him, 
but not one state In which they operated 
heavily went against Roosevelt He 
won’t let them run him, and they know 
it, and wbmt is more the people know 
It. Mr. Parker lacks the force of char¬ 
acter that distinguishes the President. 
Ho is a man of negations; he has shown 
no positive characteristics—a nice man 
with no enemies, but not the man to be 
President.” 

Mr. Smith also sees some amusing 
features in this great slaughter of Demo¬ 
crats. "There's Douglas, of Massachu¬ 
setts,” he observed, "he's a Democrat and 
captured the governorship, purely by ad¬ 
vertising. Why yoq must have heard of 
Dougins. He's the man whose picture 
is iu every magazine and newspaper in 
the country 1 ns the maker of the Douglas 
shoe. I tell you it pays to advertise. 
Then Judge Parker’s old home went 
against him. just like Halifax turned 
down Mr. Borden. 'A prophet is not 
without honor, save in hik own country,’ 
to be sure." 

The people do not vote directly for 
President, and the consul explained the 
system under which the various chief 


executives adorn the White House. 
There is what is known as an electoral 
college jn which each state is represent¬ 
ed by the same number of electors as its 
combined representatives in congress nnd 
the senate. The returns are made to the 
secretary of state for each state wlio 
notifies those electors who are returned. 
These meet at the state capital on No¬ 
vember 17>th. and cast their ballots for 
the President. The baJlots are dispatcli- 
ed to Washington both by mail and by 
a specal messenger, usually one of the 
electors. In January congress meet* and 
tin* president of the senate counts the 
electoral ballots and declares the suc¬ 
cessful candidute elected. Of course all 
electoral voter* are pledged to support 
their party candidate. New York ha* 
the largest number of electoral voters of 
any state iu the union, her total being 
39. ns she lias 37 congressmen and two 
senators. This is the sole function of 
electoral voters, namely, to cast their 
formal votes for President. After that 
tlnjjr may return to their various pursuits 
satisfied tihat they have "done the trick." 

Mr. 8mjt.li.htts stuck to the Republican 
party through thick nnd thin, through 
victory aud defeat. He considers Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt oue of the strongest 
Presidents since Abraham Lincoln. 

PREPARING FOR TROUBLE. 

Democratic County Clerk Ordered From 
Town and Outbreak Is Feared.

Cripple Creek. Col., Nov. 0.—Frank P. j 
Manitix. Democratic county clerk and , 
recorder, has disnpi>cnrrd, and it is re- j 
ported that a committee of citizens has 
taken him out of town ami ordered him I 
to leave the district permanently. Sheriff 
Bell and h |s»sse have gone ill pursuit of 
the mob. Democrats.are arming in ex¬ 
pectation of further trouble. Republi¬ 
cans allege that the ballot boxes were be¬ 
ing tampered with in the county clerk’s 
office and that Maunix was run out of 
town on this account.

Matson and some others 
of this city, and a syndicate was formed 
to fake it over and work it under an 
option. 

The results have been very satisfac¬ 
tory so far. and there nre food reasons 
for believing that it will prove the equal 
of anything on Vancouver Island. One 
great advantage connected with it is 
that it is conveniently situated for tran¬ 
sportation to the smelter. The ore is 
carried a mile and a quarter to the 
wagon road, which runs to Cowichan 
station, and Is then shipped to the Lady¬ 
smith smelter. A new wagon road is 
projected, which will shorten this route 
by about three tulles. 

Already the syndicate which has taken 
over the property for three years has 
shipped 30 tons to the smelter. The ore 
went 9.04 per cent, in copper wet assay. 
Deducting 1.30 ^sr cent, for drying, the 
net value of th« copper went at nearly 
$10.70 a ton. I$>Btl<lition to this there

CLEAN-CT IN ATLIN. 

Railway Official Estimates Season's Output 
at Bubstantftai Total. 

The total gold output of the Atlln district 
th's summer is estimated to be flOO.OUO In 
excess o( that of the 'previous year. It 
amounts to about $000,000. This 1* accord¬ 
ing to L. W. Sageman, of tbe White Taes* 
A Yukon Railway Company, who Is asso¬ 
ciated wltti J. Llpscombe In the manage¬ 
ment of the At kin office of that company. 
They arrived from tbe North yesterday on 
the steamer Humboldt. Mr. Sageman says 
also that the season hns been much shorter 
than usual, making the cteoJvnp more re¬ 
markable. 

While tn previous years the different hy¬ 
draulic companies have been able to com¬ 
mence work early hi May, this season It 
was delayed owing to the extreme coklaass 
until about the 7th of June. In spite erf 
this, all mining men express themselves 
satisfied with the result of 'the summer’s 
operations. 

The McKee Creek Hydraulic Mining 
Company, Mr. Sageman affirms, made the 
largest clean-op of any Individual estab¬ 
lishment in the district. Their total 
amounts to $58,000. Next In order were 
the Tine Creek Tower Company, the North 
Columbia GoQd Mining Company and tbe 
British America Dredging Company. All j 
the other hydraulic companies reported 
satisfactory results, and Mr. Bsgeman con- ! 
alders that the past summer has proved 
very gratifying to all Interested hi the dis¬ 
trict. 

Speaking of tbe Brttflsh American Dredg¬ 
ing Company, Mr. Sageman explain* that 
until two or three week* ago their opera¬ 
tion* were somewhat impeded by the hard- 
n«* of the ground. Recently, however, 
the company adopted the plan of blasting 
before operating the dredge. Thi* has been 
found much more satisfactory. There Is no 
doubt that the same method will be follow¬ 
ed throughout the ensuing season with 
much better results. 

It I* not improvable that two more 
dredges will be working at AtHn next sea- 
won. The timber for one new machine ha* 
been sent Into the Interior and the ma¬ 
chinery w4W follow as soon as tbe winter 
has set in and the ice become sufficiently 
hard tor transportation purposes. This 
dredge Is being constructed by the British 
American Dredging Company. Atwvj^f 
syndicate la contemplating a third machine 
equally os large a* either of those beioug- 
ihff to the B. A. company.

a large scale. There are about 000 minor* 
now at Atlln intending to spend the winter 
in the district thus engaged. 

Mr. Sageman expresses the opinion that 
Individual placer min lug Ln Atlln Is practic¬ 
ally at an end. The miners have about 
given up work on Tine creek. There are 
some on Spruce, but the number Is gradual¬ 
ly becoming smaller, and It is expected that 
In two years AtHn will be given up to the 
hydraulic companies andi the quartz miners. 

Referring to the business done by the 
White Tass St Yukon Company ln that dis¬ 
trict this year, Mr. Sagmnau says It was 
not equal to that of 1003. The total was 
about 200 tons less. He does not consider, 
however, that this can be taken an a. falling 
off m the prosperity of the district. The 
previous year Was good from, the stand¬ 
point of the railway company, a^there was 
a large amount of machinery handled for 
the various companies established. In tho 
dJatriet. 

Mr. Sageman has lived at Atlln, since the 
discovery of the camp ln 1808, aud there¬ 
fore is much Interested! In Its progress. He 
looks forward to marked advancement dur¬ 
ing the next few seasons. While In the 
city he is a guest at the Dominion.
